A Few More Words Abont the Declarntlion of
vdependonco,

The regular annual meeting of the American
Philosopidcal SBociety was held yesterday after-
noon at thele rooms, Fifth street, below Ches-
nut. The nmlatr was established 1n 17 744, with
Benjamin Franklin as Beeretary. After & few
yeare of prosperity, the members, with the ex-
ception of its Becretary, were overcome with
apithy, and continued in that state until 1767,
when it was rejuvenated. What nided to secure
lta prosperity then was the patronage~of John

Penn, L['ht'; use of the Connell Chamber in the
Btate House was granted it. On the 20th of De-
cember this uﬂﬁ(}(‘lnlinn and a rival oue, under
the name of the “American Boclety,” were
mer%ed together, under the title—"T 1¢ Ameri-
ean Philosophical Society held at Philadelphia
for Promoting Useful Knowledge.” lJurlnF the
Revolution the meetings were rare, for in Phila-
delphin the enemy was stationed a great portion
of the time, and the moctings were siopped.
This nouielfv theneeforward coutinued prosper-
ously until the present time. Its membership
has embraced the most learned of Americans,
and itsald to the prosperity of science and ard
has been very great,

The rooms of the soeiety are upon thesecond
floor of the bullding occupied by the Water
and Highway Departments, They are warm and
eozy apartments, with all the comfort nnd plain
neu ap rialning to n Quaker residence.

Captivating and carrying them
into glavery in another hemisphere, or to incur
misérable death in thelr transportation thither.
Fhis piratlcal warfare, the opprobrium of iufidel

wers, s the warfare of the Christian Kisg of
ireat Britain, determined to keep open market

¢ «where men ghould be bought and sold, he has

rostituted hus unegatlve for suppressing every
ogislusive attempt to prohibit or restrain this
exeerable commerce, and that this assemblage
of herrors might want no fuct of distinguished
dye, he Is now exelting those very poople to
gn in arme among us, and to purchase that
lberty of “which he has deprived them by mur-
darlng the pmmlt. upon whom he ulso obiruded
s thus paf li off former (l‘hllc committed
ltnlunl. the libertles of one people with erimes
which he urges them to commit against the
lives of another.”

BANTING AND HIS SYSVEM.
Eviuvoss hios heard of Banling, but it iz sue-
prising how little is known in this country
either of him or his system—what manner of
muon he in, or how far he is entitled to credit
a8 a discoverer, Yet Banting is an intorost-
ing man, and his nystem, if for nothing else,
is wall worth stodying as the prodoction of
one who, neither possessing nor laying the
slightest claim to scientific knowlodge, has
by his philanthropy and his untiring zeal
done whal writers preceding him failed
to do—disseminated information which it was
the task of abler men to gain. Banling's
fame and its foundation is n phenomenon in
scientifie liternture, and, if we would point a
moral from it, is another added to the list of
oountless examples of devotion and enorgy
surmonnting, with the slenderest opportu-
nities, all obstacles,

In 18G8 the fifth edilion of Bantling's
pamphlet on corpulence was published in the
United Btlates, yot it is only guite recenlily
that the fourth edition was published in
England. In a word, Banting's third edition
was successively printed here as the fourth
and the fifth, The fourth, however, is his
last edition. That copies of il are somewhat
gearce in this country may be jndged from
the fact that the one from which we shall
presently have occasion to quote we were
obliged to import.

Mr. Banting's aim is merely that of a phi
lanthropist, anxious to contribute for the
good of his fellow-men what proved benefi
cial to him, About his writing there is a
great charm, of which he was unconscions,
for it is derived from his unconscionsness.
Of the art of writing he understands abso-
lutely nothing; probably he could not, to save
his life, have written a work on any other
subject. But prompted by gratitade for relief
from misery, and yearning to alleviate that
of others, he wrote a book on the cure of a
malady at whose vietims mankind have al-
ways conspired to langh, and, without the
lenst intention or saspicion on his part, made
it singularly interesting and funny. With
the candor of a child, he tells a'l his
little * ailments and trials; he mentions
tbat al one time his stomach was so large as
to prevent his stooping sufliciently to tie his
shoes; that, to avoid jarring himself, be was
obliged to go down stairs backward. When
he speaks of the table, we find ourselves in
the presence of a goed liver, whom, as he
runs over the items of his former bill of fare,
wo cannot help commiserating in his self.
deuial, and applauding in the strength of his
resolution to abstain. He confesses to a de-
cided weaknesas for a certain dish; but who
can blame him, knowing what it is, or not
forgive him, as he does himsuelf ? “‘Being
fond of green peas,” he remarks, *‘I take them
daily in the season, and I gain two or three
pounds in weight as well as some little in
bulk, but I soon lose both when their season
isover. For this trespass I quite forgive
myself.” With blunt truthfulness he corracls
little misstatemnents that have crept into ae-
counts of him. With a ranning commentary
of notes, he follows Professor Niemeyer, of
Btuttgard, in his lecture on Banting's System,
appended to the mew edition of the peam-
phlet. The Professor said : Yl am
sorry to hiave been unable to ascertain whether
this William Harvey [Mr. Banting's medioal
adviser] is a descendant of the great Willirm
Harvey, who, in the seventeenth century, by
discovering the circulation of the bloed, laid
the foundation of our present physiological
system,” Mr. Banting—‘‘He is not.” The
Professor, enumerating the articles which he
believed to be allowed by Mr, Banting's die-
tary, said: —**Any kind of pounltry, or venison,
a little pastry.” Mr. Banting—*‘I avoided
pastry.” The Professor stated that, ‘‘until a
few years ago, Mr. Banting cnrried on the
business of an undertaker. Fuunorals, as is
well known, are conduoted with much pomp
in England; and he held the appointment to H.
K. H. the Prince of Wales." Banting—*'I held
no such appointment, but was ecabinetmaker,
upholsterer, and decorator to the Royal Family,
Funerals in England are frequently condunocted
by this class.” “A most amuring scens,”
said the Professor, “in which the Princess
Mary of Cambridge played a part, appears
to be anthentic, and iz highly characteristic,
Her Royal Highness requested to ses Mr,
Banting. He presented himself before her,
first in his former clothes, in order to show
her the old Banting, and then metamorphosed
himself before her eyes into the prasent
Banting, by throwing off one coat after
another,” Banting—*‘This was not true, bul
& mere jeu d'esprit of the public journals,”

So intense is Mr. Banting's detestation of
fat that he ean express himself in regard to it
only by new applications of words. *“‘Obe-
sity,” sdys he, **I cnll a parasits; anything
that creates fat I call human beans.,” 1le
rigidly adlieres to what he is pleased to siyle
the unalogy, and steadily maintains the pro-
priety of thoss lerms, remarking that ‘‘the
word ‘parasite’ has been much commented
upon as inappropriate to any but a living,
creeping thing (of course I use the word in a
tignrative sense, as n burden to the flesh); bat
if fatis not an insidious, ereeping ensmy, I
do not know what is,” and also, that “‘perhaps
I do not wholly escape starchy, or saccharine
watter, but serupulously avoid those beans,
such as milk, sugar, beer, butter, eto., which
are known to eontaip them,” One of Mr
Banting's correspondents, howevar, out-
herods bim, for he speaks of going into the
irilderniess of obesity.

Bo much for the man: let us turn to the
systom which beara his name and yot is not
bis. It is but _simple justice to admit that
Mr. Banting claims no more than that to
which be ix entitled. He snid, from the first,
{liat putting in practice the advice of n medi-
cal friend of his, he, a man of sixty-five, of
fize feet five inches in height, weighing two
nendred and two pounds, had, in about thir-
teen months, reduced himself, without dotri-
ment to his health, forty-six pounds, He
declared his conviction that others in & econ-
dition wimilar to what his had been, would,
under good medieal advice, be bene-
Sd by's ainla Beelmsel.  Me  oeae

presely disclaimed all scientific knowledge on
the subject. He did not claim even for his
modieal adviser, whose name he at first re-
fused to disclose, the merit of discovery: he
detailed morely the instruotions whish he had
received, and their important resalts, He
now suserts that he furnishes abundant evi-
denceo of the value of his conjocture; and no
one, on reading the new edition of his work,
with ita prefixed and appended matter, can
guineay the faot,

What Mr, Banting really has accomplished
is owing to persistent publication, which had
{be effect of stimulating discussion, and
bringing into notice a practice which, with
the principles npon which it is based, has for
many years been known to physiologists.
The eoxtraordinary feature of the Banting
controversy is that, considering the light
which modern science has shed on the
economy of the body, writers should have
beon found to cavil at the system, Perhaps
the cause of this was that, as the application
of the principles to the relief of obesity had
never been pgenerally made, both principles
and application were comparatively bat little
known. This probably arose from the fact
that the principles had never, befors Mr.
Banting's time, been reduced to such precise
rules as those adopted and carried out reso-
lutely by him; and this, again, was probably
occasioned by the fact that physicians, as a
body, were indisposed to reduce to system
that which would form a treatment appa-
rently so simple as to be practised with im-
punity by anybody, and yet one which,
attempted without due regard to individoal
organization, would prove highly dan-
gerous, To a person with a taint of con-
sumption, the deposit of adipose tissue
is literally of vital importance. Its
arrest produces dangerous, if not fatal, con-
sequences, We see around us every day
most insane tampering with health. Moder-
ate bathing, under certain conditions, is
healthful, and in certain diseases, curative.
Bome persons practise immoderate bathing,
under improper conditions, for any diseases,
We have known easesin which thin, weakly per-
sons have been subjected to a course of cold
douche baths accompanied with meagre diet.
Cold in contaet with the body absorbs heat
from it. On the other hand, nature tends to
maintain it at its nermal tempera-
ture. 'Whence comes the surplus heat
which, when cold is applied to it,
tends to accomplish that object ¥ From the
combustion of the fatty portions of the body
itzelf, Consequently, if the body is put on a
mengre diet, it is slinted in that which pro-
duces fat, and if, at the same time, cold is
applied to the smiface, its fatty tissue wastes,
ond might be exhansted, since nothing can
yield without. diminishing, wunless corre-
spondingly replenished. We must believe
that the consideration of the evils that would
result from the abuse of a dietary for the
reduction of obesity restrained physicians

generally from  publishing one, and
actuated many persons who opposed
Banting's, for, indisputably, the prineci-

ples on which to base such a dietary have
long been known to many of the educated,
putting out of the question, scientists. The
Banting system, so-called, is founded on two
well-established facts—all food is divisible
into fibre-renewing and fat-producing ele-
ments. . No food consists exclusively of either,
but the relative proportions of each in ordi-
nary foods are known, Baccharine and farina-
ceous substances, being fat-producing, food
in which they either preponderate or exist in
large amonnts should be avoided by the
obese.

To some persons, perhaps not the least
smusing part of Mr. Banting's work, in its
present edition, would be the letters selected
from nearly two thousand sent by the afilicted
of all ranks and conditions, who by means of
bis system had been relieved of the burden
which they were bearing through life. If we
except two, one of whom is a count, the
French correspondents of My, Banting are,
as might be expected, the most expansive in
their expression of gratitude to him. ‘*Vous
avez des grands droits & ma reconnaissance,”
writes a Frenchwoman; *‘pour m'avoir délivrée
d'un fléan qui faisait le disespoir de mon ex-
istence.” A French merchant writes:—
*“J'étais triste et désesplire, malbeureux, et
j'aflligeais tous ceux qui m’entourent. Vos
conseils, ehar Monsienr, m'ont rendn & moi-
mime, i ceux qui me sont chers.” One is
reminded of Sterne’s perruquier, who sold
him a wig. *““But I fear, friend,” said Sterne,
“‘this buckle won't stand.” “You may im-
merge it into the ocean,” was the reply, *‘and
it will stand,”

Mr, Banting says, *‘I deeply regret not
baving secured a photographig portrait of my
original figure in 1862, to place in "jnxtaposi-
tion with onoe of my present form. Tt might
have amused some, but eertainly would have
been very convincing to others, and astonish.
ing to ull, that such an effect should have
been so readily and speedily produced by the
simple method of exchanging a meagre for a
generous dfetary, under proper advice.* Mr,
Banting may rest assured that his regret is
shared by all who have read his hook, for
surcly none so instructive was ever half so
pmusing: it would be complete with a por.
trait of his former and one of his present self,
either of which would be the likeness of n
thoronghly good man,

Had Mr. Banting, when he entered
on  his crusade against obesity, been
young, beandsome, aud * ambitious, he

might have ocoupied the proud position pre-
dicted by Brillat Savarin as the reward of
him who shoald bring it under dominion.
“Had I been,"” says Savarin, “‘a graduate of
wadicine, T wounld fivst of all kave written a
good trentise on ©besity, then 1 wonld bave
established my empire in that nook of
soience; and I would have obtained the twe-
fold advantage of having ns patients people
in the very best health, and of being daily be.
sieged by the loveliest portion of mankind; for
to have “just enongh plompuess, not a whit
too much nor too little, is to womun the

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sludy of her life. What I |have
not done, another dootor will do; and if he
bo at the same time akilful, disoreet, and n
good-looking fellow, 1 predict that he will
accomplish wonders,”

Another, mnot a dootor, not at all
the wort of person prophesied, has suc-
ceeded in the appointed task, who, if he pos-
sosses not the attributes mentioned, has
equally well accomplished it, and rests satis-
fled with his reward. In vain did Punch and
some magnates in scientifio circles level their
gibes at him, he has won the day. Single-
banded he has invaded and conguered the
world, and, by thousands, princes, poeers,
ecounts, baronets, officers, merchants, trades-
men, clerks, and Iadies have lost suficient
flesh to join the host marching in his train,
pinging, ‘o trinmphe! we were fat, we are
lean!”
